ally. One of the women lawyer* in this 
city had a mortifying experience owe 
evening a -week ago because of her ig- 
norance of such a rule, and she has 
brought a |5,000 damage suit against 
the proprietor of the restaurant that 
will test his right to enforce the rale. 
The -woman, accompanied by her daugh- 
ter, left a friend's house a little after 9 
o'clock in the evening to golioina It 
was raining hard, and the two women 
west into a Harlem restaurant to order 
ii cab. They seated themselves at a ta 
ble in the dining room, and, thinking 
it would be better to order supper be- 
fore asking the proprietor to summon a 
cab, they called a waiter. He told them 
that women -without male escorts coulcV 
not be served in that restaurant after 
9:30. The waiter added that they most 
leave the restaurant. 


Both women were iudignaut, and 


they appealed to the proprietor, but he 
refused to discriminate in their case. 
He said that the rule applying to unes- 
corted '-women must be enforced in his 
restaurant. The application of the rule 
in this case was an injustice, but the 
restaurant men say that- they cannot 
discriminate. .Two years ago tho pro- 
prietor of an all night restaurant fre- 
qnented late in tbe evening by women 
who are accustomed to going out after 
dark uiiescorted found that in self pro- 
tection he must enforce gome such rule. 
Many of the "women who went to this 
restaurant were actresses aud chorus 
girls employed in neighboring theaters, 
and it would be unjust to exclude them. 
The proprietor decided that women 
without escorts shcmld not be fKuaitted 
after 1 o'clock, and they were not. 
There probably is not-a respectable res- 
taurant in New York where a woman 
without an -escort is served with sop- 
per late iu"- rbo evening.'—New York 
Suu.

Washington, April 28. — Lorin A. 


Thurston, ex-minister from Hawaii, 
and at present a special commissioner 
from tnat country, has submitted to 
the finance committee ol the senate a 
statement of reasons why the Ha- 
waiian reciprocity treaty ought not to 
be abrogated by the tariff bill, ana 
•why it should not, on its merits, bo 
abrogated as all. 


After pointing out ihat the treaty 


provides that it shall remain in force: 
for 12 months after notice of abroga- 
tion, the statement says in part: 


"It is proposed, however, to practi- 


cally abrogate tho treaty by putting a 
tariff on Hawaiian products imported 
into tbe United States, which are free 
by treaty, regardless of the treaty.'.' 


Mr. Thurston suras up under' the 


head of "Results if tbe treaty is abro- 
gated," as follows: 


"If cbe treaty is abrogated, the fol- 


lowing disadvantage 
will accrue to 


tho United States and iu citizens: 


"First—Hawaii will levy j> duty on 


all United States products which arc 
free under the treaty. 


Second—Hawaii -will probably enter 


into reciprocal commercial relations 
wlht other countries .which are com- 
mercial rivals of the United States, 
which 
will largely divert Hawaiian 


trade and the profits arising therefrom 
to those countries. 


Third—The same causes which have 


practically driven American shipping 
out of the trade of every other coun- 
try -will operate to eliminate it tram 
the Hawaiian trade. 


"Fourth—-The political control, for 


which American statesmen have been 
striving for 60 years, and -have so suc- 
cessful!}- accomplished, will be aban- 
doned at a srroke, ant! America will 
be • relegated from the dominant pos:

Ther« is hardly a but-iness in 


which indoor showcases are not 
used more or le&s. Confecrioner:- 
use many showcases, nuny are 
xised in bakerie*, and they are used 
in grocery stox-e». Many are used 
in nofaon stores js well as in toy- 
shops. They aio commonly used in 
hardware .stores for the display of 
the finer cutleiy. Undertakers use 
them to show the costly modern 
burial coffins. Stationers use i-how- 
cases ; so do jewelers for the display 
of jewelry and silverware. 


A great many small showcases 


are given away by manufacturers 
of various articles, as thread or sew- 
ing silks or perfumery and various 
other things, for the better and 
more convenient display of their 
own goods. Showcases were never 
so cheap as now. 
Good modern 


showcases can be bought at what 
eeeni marvelously low prices, and 
the finer showcases were never so 
handsome cr so well fitted up and 
perfectly adapted to their several 
uses as now. The old style show- 
case had a vertical face and a level 
top. 
Then came showcases with 


beveled fronts and cases with the 
front panel ot bent glass, making a 
rounded front 
Now the old style 


has come back aagin, and there are 
sold at present more showcases with 
square fronts. Showcases have a 
greater variety of style than ci or 
before, upright or otherwise, for 
canes, for corsets and for many other 
special lines of goods. The show- 
case of the moment, made by all 
manufacturers and called in the 
trade "the silent salesman," is a 
case made to take the place of "both 
counter and showcase. The top of 
this case is at the same height as 
the top of a showcase on a counter 
would be, but the case reaches down 
nearly to the floor, where it rests 
upon a platform or base perhaps SIA. 
or eight inches high. This is really 
a showcase three or four feet in 
height, extending practically from 
the floor upward, with a flat face 
and a flat top. It is made any length 
—six feet, ten feet or any other 
length to fit spaces 
It is provided 


with glass shelves for the display 
of goods or with drawers terraced 
back so that at least a part of their 
contents can be seen 


Showcases are made with wood 


frames in various fine woods and 
with metal frames, and there are
